The House and Senate passed bills months 
ago reflecting their own sharply divergent 
positions on the expiring low tax rates, 
which went into effect during the admin- 
istration of Republican former President 
George W Bush. 

Democrats want to allow the tax cuts to 
expire on the wealthiest Americans. Repub- 
licans want to extend the tax cuts for every- 
one. 

Congress has proven that it can act swift- 
ly once an agreement is reached. Hope per- 
sists that Repubhcans and Democrats might 
come up with a resolution before New %ar’s 
Day that could at least postpone the impact 
of the tax hikes and spending cuts while fur- 
ther discussions take place. 

That gives some hope to world markets. 

“There is still hope for a last-minute deal, 
otherwise we’re in for a correction in Janu- 
ary People have already priced in an agree- 
ment. "Without it, the 
market can’t stay at 
these levels,” a Paris- 
based trader said. 

Another battle is 
on the horizon in late 
January or early Feb- 
ruary over raising the 
debt ceiling, which 
puts a limit on the 
amount of money the 
government can bor- 
row to pay its debts 
and can be raised 
only with the approv- 
al of Congress. 

Republican lead- 
ers have said they will 
insist on more budget 
cuts as a condition of 
raising the ceiling. 

Without any action, 
the U.S. Treasury 
said Wednesday, the 
government is set to 
reach its S16.4 tril- 
lion debt ceiling on 
Dec. 31. 

The Treasury De- 
partment is to begin 
“extraordinary measures” to buy time. Many 
analysts believe the government can stave 
off the default date into late February

Lawmakers still butting 
heads over tax deal

WASHINGTON Lawmakers on Thursday gave 
themselves a last chance to prevent the 
country from plunging off a “fiscal cliff” 
by setting up a late session in Congress just 
about a day before taxes are due to rise for 
most working Americans. 

Republican leaders in the House of Rep- 
resentatives told their members to be back 
in Washington from the Christmas hoHday 
break Sunday night in case they need to vote 
on budget measures. 

That leaves the door open to a last-minute 
solution to avert big tax hikes due to begin 
on Jan. i and deep, automatic government 
spending cuts set to begin on Jan. 2 — to- 


gether worth S600 billion— that could push 
the country back into recession. 

But the two political parties remained far 
apart, particularly over plans to increase tax- 
es on the wealthiest Americans to help close 
the budget deficit. 

“Hopefully there is still time for an agree- 
ment of some kind that saves the taxpayers 
from a wholly, wholly preventable economic 
crisis,” Mitch McConnell, the top RepubH- 
can in the Democratic-controlled Senate, 
said on the Senate floor. 

Stocks sharply cut losses after news of 
the House reconvening as investors clung to 
hopes of an eleventh hour deal. 

Earlier in the day, Senate Majority Leader 
Harry Reid, the top Democrat 
in Congress, warned that the 
U.S. looked to be headed over 


the “fiscal cliff.” 

“It looks like that is where we’re headed,” 
he said on the Senate floor, blaming Repub- 
licans for the impasse in talks. 

He called on the Republicans who control 
the House to prevent the worst of the fis- 
cal shock by getting behind a Senate bill to 
extend existing tax cuts for all except those 
households earning more than $250,000 a 
year. 

"With the clock ticking toward the dead- 
line for action, Reid offered little hope. 

“I don’t know time-wise how it can hap- 
pen now,” he said.

Chicago reaches 500 
homicides in 2012

Chicago on Wednesday logged its 500th ho- 
micide of the year— the first time the city has 
reached that threshold since 2008, according 
to aRedEye analysis of preliminary police data. 

A man was shot to death Wednesday in an 
alley east of California Avenue and south of 
54th Street, the Tribune reported. 

Chicago homicides are up 15 percent this 
year compared to the same period last year, 


according to RedEye data. Homicides were 
up 60 percent in March compared to 2011 but 
the rate has slowed since then. 

Eighteen homicides have been logged so 
far this month; 37 homicides were logged in 
December 2011, RedEye data shows. 

The number of homicides had been steadi- 
ly decreasing since 2008, when 513 killings 
were recorded. Before 2008, the city had not 
surpassed 500 homicides since 2003, when 
more than 600 homicides were logged.

After his wife died in 1911, electric en- 
gineer Gideon Sundback devoted the next two 
years to perfecting what was later patented as 
what he called the separable fastener. 

Fed up with having to wear an uncomfort- 


able corset under an evening dress one night 
in 1913, Mary Phelps Jacob improvised a light- 
er undergarment out of two handkerchiefs 
and some ribbon. The New York debutante’s 
corset alternative would become the founda- 
tion for the modern bra. 

Ecstasy, or the chemical known as MDMA, 
was patented in 1913. A German chemical 
company wanted to sell it as a diet pUl but 
quickly abandoned those plans, the first of 
several false starts for the drug’s medical 
legitimacy

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1. The Master 

So gigantic it warrants a week- 
long seminar, Paul Thomas 
Anderson's hypnotic, original 
“The Master” is an inkblot 
test in itself. Remarkable 
performances from Joaquin 
Phoenix, Philip Seymour 
Hoffman and Amy Adams 
create layered characters 
who are linked and prod- 
ded by their own vulner- 
ability. Anderson suggests 
concrete notions of human 
nature while asserting an 
infinite search for, and the 
potential elusiveness of the 
self Fittingly, each elliptical 
moment of “The Master” flick- 
ers in the shadows, planting 
seeds in your mind, waiting to 
be processed. 

2. The Queen 
of Versailles

David Siegel, a mega-rich

to build. The way they must 
confront their over-extended 
sense of luxury is both a trag- 
ic indictment of the American 
dream of excess and a bril- 
liant reality check-for them 
and for us. 

3. This is 40 

Judd Apatow’s best movie 
is both very funny and very 
perceptive when it comes to 
getting older individually and 
as a couple-with some of the 
strongest jokes used to under- 
score the tension, not dissolve 
it. “This is 40” is upsetting and 


comforting, a deceptively ma- 
ture comedy in which happi- 
ness is never easy to come by

4. Damsels in Distress 

Whit Stillman's “Damsels in 
Distress,” his first movie in 14 
years and his best yet, turns 
the follies and misguided 
perceptions of youth into a 
hilariously bent social com- 
edy of developing identity.

(or doofi, the plural, Stillman 
indicates). Throughout, the 
impeccable cast, particu- 
larly Greta Gerwig and Carrie 
MacLemore, convincingly 
emphasizes the power of 
a dance craze and twist- 
ed theories that, from the 
right angle, look almost like 
knowledge. 


5. Not Fade Away 

(opening Friday) 

Can a coming-of-age 
movie still feel original? 

Can a film about music and 
starting a band ever de- 
serve to be in the same time 
zone as a recent classic like 
“Almost Famous”? With his 
feature writing-directing 
debut. David Chase (“The 
Sopranos”) offers a resound- 
ing “yes” with a drama in 
which the feeling of youth, 
inspiration and changing by 
the minute practically leaps 
off the screen. 

6. Looper 

The time-travel element only 
exists to serve a creative, 
accessible story about the 
power to change fate and the 
need to be loved. It's a movie 
that lets the mind and heart 
play together. 


7. Magic Mike 

The year's best bait-and- 
switch, the richly entertain- 
ing “Magic Mike” arrived with 
ads suggesting ridiculous fluff 
and delivered, surely to the 
disappointment of some, a 
sobering look at how it feels 
to consider turning a deliber- 
ately month-to-month gig into 
a career. 

8. Beasts of 

the Southern Wild 

An unforgettable debut 
performance from then-6- 
year-old Quvenzhane Wallis 
anchors this remarkable story, 
which sometimes feels like a 
dream and other times like it 
naturally materialized on its 
own. It's about the importance 
of parenting, the significance 
of home and the universal 
fight to survive, one heartbeat 
at a time. 


9. Zero Dark Thirty 

(opening Jan. 4) 

A reminder that 160 minutes 
flies by when watching some- 
thing deserving of your atten- 
tion. Kathryn Bigelow's riveting 
procedural about one CIA 
agent's (Jessica Chastain) de- 
cade-long hunt for Osama bin 
Laden crackles with the mys- 
tery and urgency of real life. 
Days after seeing the movie, 
you'll still be thinking about it. 

lOiMoonrise 

Kingdom 

With 2007's “Darjeeling 
Limited,” Wes Anderson sug- 
gested he was out of tricks. 

He’s not. “Moonrise Kingdom,”

A worthy backup 
to ‘Almost Famous’ 


For a hypothetical, 
four-band concert 
comprised of the best 
music-related movies 
of the past 20 years 
(documentaries not 
included), ‘^most 
Famous” vrould 
obviously headline, 
“Crazy Heart” per- 
forms second. Tom 
Hanks’ “That Thing 
You Do” goes on first. 

What’s slotted 
third? “Sopranos” 
creator David Chase’s personal, deeply felt 
feature writing-directing debut “Not Fade 
Away,” which makes Hanks’ immensely 
entertaining comedy look goofy and shallow. 
Like “TTYD,” “Fade” focuses on a band try- 
ing to make it in 1964 and a drummer who’s 
not the group’s first choice. The timekeeper 
replaced in “Not Fade Away” joins the Ma- 
rines, leaving an empty seat for Doug (John 
Magaro of “Liberal Arts”). Doug’s never been 
much of a drummer, nor an athlete — two 
limitations he blames for his inactivity in the 
female department. 

Among many other triumphs, “Not Fade 
Away” captures Doug’s life clicking into fo- 
cus after high school, even as some people— 
and, at times, Doug himself— struggle to see 
themselves and others as anything other than 
the way they were back then. Now Doug em- 
braces a chance to take over singing duties, 
muttering, “I can sing that song better than 
you,” despite knowing his friend, the band’s 
singer (Jack Huston), won’t be happy about it. 

Doug’s confidence, and his soulful voice

and stage presence, also attracts his former 
classmate Grace (Bella Heathcote of “Dark 
Shadows”), who Chase resists writing as some 
thinly drawn hottie for the hero to ogle, win 
and ultimately dismiss. Grace and all of the 
movie’s main characters have fully drawn 
personahties and vivid relationships, includ- 
ing the resentments and jealousies that can 
crop up when friends become colleagues and 
a hobby becomes a business. 

Underneath the dedication and struggle of 
Doug’s band lingers the escalating popularity 
of the Beatles and the Rolling Stones, cap- 
tured in a chp from Dean Martin’s show as he 
rolls his eyes at the latter’s performance. So 
much in Hfe, and especially in the entertain- 
ment business, doesn’t seem worth taking 
seriously until it is. Of course. Chase bakes 
plenty of serious moments into “Not Fade 
Away” including President Kennedy’s assas- 
sination, the work of Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr. and a health scare for Doug’s father (James 
Gandolfini). They’re all used as backdrops in 
a movie that beautifully sometimes heart- 
breakingly documents people living in the 
moment, doing what feels right at the time. 

More than the solid Beatles tale “Nowhere 
Boy” “Not Fade Away” re-creates a period 
and feelings of music running through your 
blood, of egos and opportunities, of transpar- 
ent crushes and the gradual acquisition of 
knowledge. You’ll be overcome with satisfac- 
tion and nostalgia, whether or not you Hved 
through it the first time.

Gandolfini shakes off 
Sopranos shadows 
for *Not Fade Away’

It’s hard to separate James Gandolfini from 
his iconic mobster role in “The Sopranos,” 
one of the most memorable characters in TV 
history So when he opens the heavy black 
door at the Roxy in L.A., you can’t help but 
flash back to Tony Soprano letting Pauly into 
the back of the Bada Bing nightclub.

Gandolfini is back with the show’s creator, 
David Chase, he is here to talk about a char- 
acter that is as different from Tony as the 
Roxy is from Disneyland.

Oh, commerce and 
integrity Can’t you 
two ever get along?

He 
and Sue (Frances McDormand) are experts 
at going into struggling communities and 
emphasizing the economic boom that will 
follow his company’s fracking. If you’re gig- 
gling, you should probably look up what that 
means. 

Folks seem agreeable in McKinley Perm., 
until a science teacher (Hal Holbrook) with 
a Ph.D. in physics from Cornell argues that 
the situation isn’t as simple as it seems, and 
that the locals should vote after learning 
more about supposed financial and health 
risks. When environmental advocate Dustin

Noble (co-writer John Krasinski) arrives with 
photos of dead cows and a story about how 
natural gas shut down his father’s farm, Steve 
looks ready to bust a gasket of his own. 

Fifteen years after “Good Will Hunting” 
and 10 after “Gerry” Damon re-teams with 
director Gus Van Sant. Neither has lost his 
ability to hold attention. Damon is one of 
Hollywood’s most naturally likable presenc- 
es, even when losing his cool, and he brings 
charm to the flirtation between Steve and 
local gal Ahce (Rosemarie De Witt)— though 
her character is oversimplified, especially 
when she also bats an eye at Dustin. I know 
she’s the prettiest single woman in town, 
and the love triangle doesn’t turn into “The 
Departed” or anything, but it’s a distraction 
from the central issue. 

Speaking of which, “Promised Land” 
generates plenty of conflict and conflicted 
people as they consider whether they sup- 


port bringing natural gas to a dilapidated 
town. But it rarely elevates the debates above 
the theoretical. 

Nobody learns details about the real risks 
involved or takes the situation further than 
the broad issue of, “Is it worth possible disas- 
ter and the loss of my family farm to save our 
economy?” The collision between values and 


the bottom line gets stickier with people in 
need, but “Promised Land” smoothes over 
current conditions and what could happen 
whether they sign off on Steve’s company or 
not. 

It’s a movie that feels either too long or 
too short— a fable that fails to grow into a 
statement.

Hugh Jackman lands 
dream role in *Les Miz’

Australian actor Hugh Jackman says his 
background in musical theater and action 
films made him feel “like all the stars were 
ahgning” when he took on the starring role of 
Jean Valjean in the new movie version of “Les 
Miserables,” which opened on Christmas. 
Jackman, 44, perhaps best known for his 
portrayal ofWolverine in the “X-Men” movie 
franchise, spoke about the demands of the 
role in British director Tom Hooper’s adapta- 
tion of the musical sensation that opened 
when Jackman was still a teenager. 

This role seemed tailor-made for you. 

It certainly for me felt like the biggest chal- 
lenge I have had. I have never been on the 
front foot so much for a part. I was quite ag- 
gressive going for it. It felt like the right time. 
Once I got the part, I will admit to you there 
were times when I went, “Oh maybe I have 
bit off more than I can chew here,” because it 
is a pretty daunting role in every way— physi- 
cally vocally, emotionally 

Has all your Broadway experience and mov- 
ies led you to this role? 

I never expected this trajectory of having 
movies, action movies, which was such a 
weird thing for me, and musicals, which was 
also a weird thing for me. I was a theater 
graduate ... So I have for a long time wanted 


to put the two together. And I waited for the 
right thing— and when this one came up I 
was Hke, “Oh my God, I didn’t have to think 
twice about it.” So, I suppose it does feel Hke 
all the stars were aligning, and thank God it 
took them 27 years to make it. 

Do you feel the responsibility to the “Les 
Mis” fans? 

Completely. I am part of that musical the- 
ater world and I know there are some roles 
that are held up there. And there are people 
who play those roles who are right up there. 
It turned out I was acting opposite one of 
them, Colm Wilkinson, who originally cre- 
ated the role and was astonishing. It actually 
was really great having him there because 
there is probably, in terms of the ghosts of 
Valjean, no one more powerful ... than him. 

You are known as being one of the most 
sincere Hollywood stars. Who is your role 
model for this humble quality? 

My father has a lot of very humble qualities. 
He is more humble than I am. He is very 
quiet. If I think about it, there are many Jean 
Valjean qualities about my father. He has 
never said a bad word about anyone. He is a 
religious man in the more traditional sense, 
and yet he will never really talk about it. He is 
a man of action.

“You know,” “whatever” is a really annoying 
term-“like” “you know” We’re “just sayin’.” 

When it comes to the most annoying 
words or phrases used in conversation, those 
four top the list in 2012, according to the an- 
nual Marist Poll. 

“Whatever” headed the list, cited by 32 
percent of adults, and next came “like,” which 
21 percent didn’t Hke. 

Runners-up included “Twitterverse” and 
“gotcha.” 

The results mirrored last year’s survey 
when “whatever” topped the annoying words 
hst for a third straight year. But “seriously,” 


named by 7 percent last year, dropped off the 
list entirely— really 

Marist questioned 1,246 adults in a nation- 
wide telephone survey 

Results showed differences by age and re- 
gions, with people younger than 45 or in the 
Northeast especially annoyed by “like,” while 
“you know” offended more of the 45-and-over 
set. 

Men and women gave similar responses 
overall, but whites were twice as likely as 
non-whites to find “you know” irritating. 
And people 45 and younger were more than 
twice as likely as those older than 45 to be 
put off by “just sayin’. ”

Literary opponents 
face off at Write Ciub

FOR REDEYE 

Literary fisticuffs abound at Write Club, 
where opponents duke it out with lightning- 
fast essays on pre-assigned, opposing topics. 
But is it really literature as blood sport? 

“The stakes are real,” says founder and self- 
proclaimed overlord Ian Belknap. “Writer- 
performers know right away, via hollering, 
blood-lusting audience, who wins or loses. 
{And the} artists fight for a cause— a cut of 
show proceeds are donated to charities of 
the winners’ choosing. This avoids ‘Dancing 
with the Stars’-style, bull[bleep] popularity 
contests and renders the entire enterprise 
one that’s driven by purpose.” 

Since January 2010, when the monthly 
show debuted at the Hideout, Belknap has 
expanded into five additional cities— Atlanta, 
San Francisco, L. A., Toronto and Athens, 

Ga. — and plans to bring it to five more in 
2013. A second monthly Chicago-area show 
kicks off Jan. 7 at Space in Evanston. 

“If we do everything right,” Belknap says, 
“a year from now. Write Club, Inc. will be 
donating $30,000 per year to charity” 


But first, there’s the 2012 main event— the 
Write Club War on Xmas Benefit Show, 
in which Belknap (“Santa”) takes on L.A. 
comedian Mike O’Connell (“Jesus”); former 
WNEP Theater artistic director Jen El- 
hson (“Give”) battles National Poetry Slam 
champion Lisa Buscani (“Receive”) and 
Encyclopedia Show founder Robbie Q. Telfer 
(“Naughty”) steps up to 2nd Story literary 
director Megan Stielstra (“Nice”). The festivi- 
ties include post-show treats and a cham- 
pagne toast. 

We caught up with Belknap to find out 
about the show’s rules and quirks. 

Why enforce a 7-minute time limit for com- 
petitors? 

The Write Club aesthetic: start in the middle 
and go fast— no bios, no extemporized 
contextualizing, no dicking around. Overlord 
tells audience your assigned topic, sets the 
clock and you haul ass. It’s the difference 
between those lights at the starting line of a 
drag race— red, yellow, PUNCH IT— versus 
the start of a lecture. Eor both driver and 
spectator, you know exactly when this thing 
is over. You wave the checkered flag and 
then the next pair of high-performance lit 
machines are at the starting line. 


What’s the strangest thing you’ve seen at 
Write Cluh? 

The weirdest thing that happened to me per- 
sonally— other chapters in other cities each 
have their tales ofWTE-ness to report— was 
actually at the most recent show in Novem- 
ber. The show was Thanksgiving- themed, 
and my bout was “Grateful vs. Hateful,” my 
assignment being “Hateful.” 

I narrowly won against L.A. comic Nate 
Craig, and the judges— randomly selected 
audience volunteers— determined that I 
was {the} victor. After finding in my favor, 
though, this woman whom I do not know 
in the sUghtest- having apparently seen me 
perform in some other live fit show at some 
point— chastised me for the darkness of my 
piece, and let it be known that she wished in 
the future to see greater variety in my work, 
and that I had somehow proved disappoint- 
ing to her. 

So, though decades separate me from high 
school. I’m still publicly getting the “You 
have so much potential” speech. 

Which two literary lions wouid you iike to 
see duke it out on the Write Cluh stage? 

I’d like to see George Saunders schooling 
Jonathan} Eranzen. I also obviously gotta get 
{Chuck} Palahniuk in there at some point. If 


I could time travel, I would bring the show 
back to Dorothy Parker and would likely 
never leave that era. 

But another Write Club virtue is that it’s 
an outstanding cross-poUinator; artists from 
many discipHnes can excel. Dream bouts: 
Louis CK vs. Patton Oswalt; Paul Mooney vs. 
Dave Chappelle; any surviving cast member 
of “Monty Python” vs. any cast member of 
“Kids in the Hall;” Tina Eey vs. Amy Poehler; 
Nick Cave vs. Tom Waits; Maria Bamford 
vs. Sarah Vowell; Jon Stewart vs. {Stephen} 
Colbert. 

I wanna see Dr. Cornel West crush any- 
body from Fox News. The possibilities are 
limitless.

Buress returns to Chicago 
to rule New Year’s stage 
with an iron funny bone

Hannibal Buress has had a busy year— and 
shows no signs of slowing down. 

The Chicago native, who has been hyped 
by Chris Rock and Aziz Ansari, currently 
co-stars on “The Eric Andre Show” on the 
Cartoon Network’s Adult Swim. In May he 
debuted a Comedy Central special, “Hannibal 
Buress: Animal Furnace,” and he’s just signed 
a deal with ABC to write and co-star in a 
comedy pilot. And he hosts a weekly stand-up 
show at The Knitting Factory in Brooklyn. 

This weekend Buress returns to the Chi- 
cago area for six shows — three on New Year’s 
Eve at Zanies in Old Town. RedEye chatted 
with the busy comic about his many projects. 

What’s catching your attention right now that 
might make it into your stand-up shows at 
Zanies? 

It’s just talking about life; if you find it funny 
then that’s what it is. Some people delve into 
political issues, but for the most part that’s not 
my thing. I talk politics every now and then, 
but I like to talk about dinner or what it’s like 
to be in a taxi drunk or things like that. 

How did “The Eric Andre Show" come to be? 

Eric had this project he put it together a few 
years ago when we were both living in New 


York. We shot a pilot that he funded on his 
own in a bodega in Brooklyn and then he 
started shopping it around and Adult Swim 
picked it up. It was something that was fim 
to do, but it didn’t seem like anything was 
going to happen [with] it for awhile ’cause it 
had been a couple years. And then it came 
together and it’s been a lot of fun. 

You just signed a deal with ABC to write and 
star in a comedy pilot about a police officer in 
a small suburban community. Where did you 
get the inspiration for that? 

It’s loosely based on my cousin’s life. He 
moved to South Carolina to become a cop. A 
lot of the best things {in comedy] are rooted in 
real life. I mean, we didn’t take his whole life 
but his life was definitely the inspiration for it. 

What’s next for you? 

You just told me what was next. [Laughs.] I’m 
working on my show and touring, doing stand- 
up. I want to try to come up with some other 
show ideas — a reality show and some different 
things. I’m just working and constantly writ- 
ing to try to generate content— that’s what 
I’m up to. 

Where do you like to go when you’re back in 
Chicago? 

There’s a bunch of spots in Chicago that I hit 
up. I always go to Old Town Ale House right 
after the Zanies shows just ’cause it’s an easy 
walk around the corner. I’ve been going there 
for years.
